Although this spring appears to 
be one of the wettest on record, 
with total precipitation from Ap¬ 
ril 1 to June 21 amounting to 8.86 
inches, records kept by Errett 
King show thut the spring of 1942 
was even wetter, from the point of 
total precipitation. 

From April 1 to June 30, 1942, 
a total of 9.39 inches of moisture 
was recorded in Vulcan, ns com¬ 
pared to the average precipitation 
tor that period ot 5.85 inches. 

From June 1 to June 27 of this 
year, 4.85 inches of moisture have 
been recorded in Vulcan. Several 
district points have received more 
rain than fell in town, but records 
are not available.

in L'J.,7 to $10.5:14,000 in 1150. 1 Ins 
was a decline of 81.1) per cent in 
tin three provinces. 

While the members of the as¬ 
sociation do not nold all the farm 
mortgages, it _ can be safely esti¬ 
mated that such" debt to other 
loaning institutions lias declined 
proportionately. 

In 1997 Professor W. J. Waines 
ot tiie University of Manitoba 
placed the t'urm debt of the prai¬ 
rie provinces at over $805 million. 
A decline of 82 per cent would 
bring that total down to $145 mil¬ 
lion. Farmers usually pfty off debts 
to ' merchants, banks, implement 
companies, etc., before they pay 
their mortgages, so it may be as¬ 
sumed that the bulk of the heavy' 
debt burden of J4 years ago has 
been liquidated.

What effect has hard water 
when canning vegetables? Many 
housewives use only rain water 
for canning, believing that hard 
water has an adverse effect on 
quulitv. But A. L. Shewfelt Of the 
Eyperirnenta! Station, Morden, 
Man., points out that a moderate 
amount of hardness is required for 
desirable quality, and most vege¬ 
tables, peas fur example, become 
soft and mushy if canned with 
rain or very soft water. 

Hardness in water, Mr. Shew felt 
explains, is largely due to dis¬ 
solved salts of calcium and mag¬ 
nesium. With some vegetables 
these salts have a desirable firm¬ 
ing effect and restrict the leach¬ 
ing of starch particles from the

hard water, which Because of an 
excess of calcium and magnesium, 
has a toughening effect on the 
skins of peas, lima beans and shell¬ 
ed beans, but does not appear to 
toughen other vegetables to any 
great extent. The toughening or 
hardening occurs largely during 
pre-cooking and again during 
sterilization. Washing the vege¬ 
tables in cold water produces little 
toughening. There is a tendency 
for rhubarb and beets to show a 
grainy white deposit when cooked 
in hard water but no noticeable 
toughening. 

It is important to use a higli 
grade of salt for canning. Any im¬ 
purities are generally in the form 
of the same calcium and magne¬ 
sium sails, which may be present 
in greater quantity lhan in the 
water us--d to make the brine so¬ 
lution. They naturally tend to in¬ 
crease Ihe hardness. 

Water for general household use 
varies greatly in hardness. Well 
water is particularly variable, but 
in general can he classified as 
hard. Municipal water systems 
are moderate to low in hardness. 
If water used for canning is 
known to l>e very hard, considera¬ 
tion should be given to the use of 
a water softener.
